playing dead that they keep alive. 
When plains are fighting high In 
he air and one suddenly finds him ­ 
self in tight corner, he "plays dead.” 
That is, he ahoota vertically up Into 
he air, turns over on his hack and 
literally falls, head first, rolling over 
anil over, simulating all the motions 
of a plan** whose pilot ha* bei n kited 
and which is utterly out of control 
So deceptive are th eau movements 
that it is impossible to tell the dif 
fe re nee very often if rom 
the 
real 
thing. 
Today I saw a good example of how 
this "playing dead" works out. Lieut 
V, Hying at an altitude of three 
miles, well above the cloud*, enroll ii 
fifed 
two 
enemy 
machine*, 
lie 
dived at the nearest and at short 
range fired a short burst into it 
from his machine gun. 
It pitched 
on its nose, and with amoke coming 
out of its fuselage, went plunging 
and spinning into the clouds below.
